By  reference  to  statistics  in  oar  own  coun¬ 
try  and  in  Great  Britain,  it  was  shown  that 
fully  three-fourths  of  the  crime  which  came 
before  the  courts  was  attributable  directly 
to  this  curse ;  it  too  was  the  parent  of  near¬ 
ly  all  the  murders  and  suicides,  and  besides 
being  the  prolific  source  of  nearly  &B  the 
misery,  woe  and  suffering  in  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  families  in  our  land,  it  sent  annu¬ 
ally  its  army  of  sixty  thousand  to  a  drunk¬ 
ard’s  grave.  Allusion  was  made  to  the  tre- 
effort  it  cost  the  nation  to  bring 
into  thJ^vld  an  anqy  of  five  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  men  to  protect  the  life  of  the  nation 
daring  the  rebellion,  and  it  was  contrasted 
with  the  fact  that  an  army  of  five  hundred 
thousand  are  daily  engaged  in  tili^  alco¬ 
holic  liquors,  independent  of  the  vast  army 
which  is  employed  in  its  manufacture  !  The 
selfishness  which  oonld  look  on  thu»  holo¬ 
caust  of  evil  unmoved  and  with  indifference, 
was  held  np  to  merited  seom.
